éign relutious, and one-third of the document is 
devoted to discussion and review of this im- 
portant topic. Our Government, he says, 
has consistently maintained its relations of 
Triendship toward all other powers, and @& 
neighborly interest toward those whose posses- 
Slons ure contiguous to our own, Few ques- 
‘ions have urisen during the past year with 
Uther governments and none of those are be- 
yond the reach of settlement in friendly 
council, 

The crucl treaiment of inoffensive Chinese in 
the far West is alluded to, and in speaking of u 
remedy he says the paramount duty of main- 
taining public order and defending the interests 
©. our own people may require the adoption of 
measures of restriction, but they should not 
tolerate the oppression of individuals of a spe- 
cial race. 

Discussing the fisheries question. so longa 
Subject of anxious difference between the 
United States and Great Britain, the President 
Says the questions involved are of great 
consequence, und from time to time. 
Yor nearly three-quarters of a century, have 
viven rise to carnest international discussions, 
not unaccompanied by irritation. Temporary 
arrangements by treaties have served to allay 
friction which, however, has revived as each 
treuly was terminated. While desirous that 
frieudly relations should exist between the 
people of the United States and Canada, the 
action of Canadian officials during the past 
season towards our tishermen has been 

uch, the President thinks. as to threaten 
their continuance; and although disappointed 
in his efforts to secure a satisfactory settlement 
of the question, negotiations are still pending 
With reasonabie hope that before the close of 
the present session of Congress the announce- 
tnent may be made that an acceptable conclu- 
Sion has been reached. 

Alluding to our relations with Hawaii, the 
| Presideut recommends an extension for seven 
years of the reciprocity treaty of 1875. He ur- 
gently rencws his recommendation of legisia- 
ion to carry into effect the American recipro- 
city treaty of January, 1883, and proposes to 
intiate negotiations with Mexico fora new und 
eniarged treaty of commerce and legislation.

sic the case of Mexico, there are reasons espe- 
Cially strong for perfect harmeny in the mutual 
exercise of jurisdiction, Nature has made us 
irrevocably neighbors, and wisdom and kind 
feeling should make us friends.

forms of taxation than is necessary to 
meet the just obligations of the Government 
and the expense of its economical administra- 
tion, such exaction becomes ruthless extortion 
and a violation of the fundemental principles of 
a free Government. 

he indirect manner in which these exactions 
fire nade has a tendency to conceal their true 
character and extent, but we have arrived ata 
stage of supefiuous revenue which has aroused 
the people to w# realization of the fact 
that the amount raised = professedly 
for the support of the Government is paid by 
them as absolutely, if added to the price of 
things which supply their daily wants, as if it 
was paid at fixed. periods -into. the hand of the 
taxgatherer. 

Those who toil for daily Wages are beginning 
to understand that capital, though sometimes 
vaunting its importance and clamoring for the 
protection and favor of the Government, is dull 
and sluggish.till, touched by the magical hand of 
labor, it springs into activity, furnishing an oc- 
casion for Federal taxation’ and gaining the 
value which enablics it to bear its burden, and 
the laboring man is thoughtfully inquiring 
whether, under these circumstances, and con- 
sidering the tributes he pays in the treasury as 
he supplies his daily wants; be receives bis fair 
share of advantages. 

There is also a suspicion abroad that the svur- 
plus of our revenues indicates abnormal and 
exceptional business profits which, under the 
system which produces such surplus, increase, 
without corresponding benefit to the people at 
large, the vast accumulations of afew among 
our citizens whose fortunes, rivaling the wealth 
of the most favored in anti-democratic na- 
tions, are not w natural growth in a steady, 
plain and industrious republic. 

Our farmers, too, and those engaged directly 
and indirectly in supplying the products of 
agriculture, see that day by day, and as often 
as the daily wants of their household recur, 
they are forced to pay excessive and needless 
taxution, while their products struggle in for- 
eign markets with the competition of nations 
which, by allowing ua freer exchange of 
Productions than we permit, enable 
their people to sell for prices 
which distress the American farmer. AS 
every patriotic citizen rejoices in the constantly 
increasing greatness of our people in American 
citizenship, andin the glory of our National 
achievements and progress, the sentiment pre- 
Vails that the leading-strings useful to a nation 
in its infancy may be well to’a great extent dis- 
carded in the present stage of American 
ingenuity, courage and fearless self-reliance, 
and for the privilege of indulging this 
sentiment with true American enthusiasm. our 
citizens are quite willing to forego an idle sur- 
a in the public treasury. And all the people 
know that the average Federal taxation -upon 
imports is to-day, in time of peace, but little 
less, While upon some articles of necessary 
consumption it is actually more, than was im- 
posed by the grievous burden willingly borne at 
atime when the Government necdéd mittions 
to maintain by war the sufety and integrity of 
the Union. 

It has been the policy of the Government to 
collect the principal part of its revenues by 3 
tax upon imports and no Change in this policy 
is desirable. But the present condition of af- 
fairs conscrains our people to demand that by a 
revision of our revenue laws the receipts of the 
Governinent shall be reduced to the necessary 
expense of its economical administration, and 
this demand should be recognized aud obeyed 
by the people's representatives inthe legis- 
lative branch of the government. 

In readjusting the burdens of Federal toxa- 
tion, a sound public policy requires that such 
of our citizens a8 have built up farge and im- 
portant industries under the present conditions 
should not be suddenly, and to their injury, de- 
prived of advantuges to which they have adapt- 
ed their business; butif the publig good re- 
sideration as shall deal fairly aud cuntiously } 
With their interests. while the just demand | 
of the people for relief from needless taxation | 
is honestly answered. A reasonable and timely 
submission to such a demand should certainly 
{ be possible without disastrous shock to any in- 
| terest; and a cheerful concession sometimes 
averts abrupt and heedless uction. often the 
outgrowth of impatience and delayed justice. 
' Due regard should be also vccorded in any 
proposed readjustment of the tariff to the in- 
terests of American Jabor, so fur as they are in- 
volved, 

We congratulate ourselves that there is 
among us no laboring cluss, xed within un- 
yielding bounds, and doomed under conditions 
to the inexorable fate of daily toil. We recog- 
hize in labor a chief factor in the wealth of the 
Republic: and we treat those who have it in 








their keeping as citizens entitled to care- 
ful regard and thoughtful attention, This | 
regurd und attention should be award. | 
ed them, not only because labor ig | 
the capitai of our workingmen, just-

But our farmers and sgriculturists—those 
who from the sou! produce the things consumed 
by all—ure perhaps more directly and plainly 
concerned than any other of our citizens ina 
just and careful system of Federal taxation. 
Those acutually engaged «nd more remotely 
connected with this kind of work number 
| nearly one half of our populatien. None labor 
harder and more continueusly than they. No 
| enactments limit their hours of toil and no in- 
| terposition of the Government enhinees to any 
| rreat extent the value of their products. And 
i yet. fur many of the necessuries and comforts of 
i life which the most scrupulous economy en- 
| able them to bring into their homes. and for 











their imploments of husbandry, they are 
of! ied to pay a price largely increased by ar 
t .caiural profit which, by the action of the 
,overnment, is given to the more favored man- 
ufacturer. 

I recommeiid that, keeping fu view all these 
considerations. the increusing and unnecessary

taken by Congress at its coming session, the 
Secretary contemplates With dissatisfaction the 
necessity of obtaining abroad the armor and 
the gun steel for the authorized ships. 

It would seem desirable, the President adds, 
that the wants of the army and navy in this re- 
gard should be reasonably met and, by uniting 
their contracts such inducements might be of- 
fered as would result in securing the domesti- 
cation of these important interests. 

Postal service affairs show marked and grati- 
fying improvement during the past year, the 
increase of revenue gaining in a ratio over the 
increase of cost, demonstrating the sufficiency 
of the present cheap rates of postaye ultimately 
to sustain the service. The differences with 
certain ocean steamship companies were ter- 
minated by the acquiescence of all in the po 8 y 
of the Government, thus affording a service 
generally «dequate to the needs of the inter- 
oceanic muil business. 

The question of establishing ocean postal 
service to Brazil and the Argentine Republic 
is commended to the consideration of Congress, 
and the suggestion is offered that,as distin- 
guished from a grant or subsidy for the mere 
benefit of any line whatever, the outlay that 
may be rc#uired to secure additional necessary 
and proper service, should be regarded as 
within the limit of legitimate compensation for 
such service. 

The President indorses the recommendation 
of the Attorney-General for the erection of a 
penitentiary for the confinement of prisoners 
convicted in the United States courts. He 
considers it a matter of very great importance, 
which should at once receive Congressional ac. 
tion. More than one of these institutions 
might be erected, and, by employing the pris, 
oners in the manufacture of articles needed for 
use by the Government, quite a large pecuniary 
benefit might be derived in partial return for ex, 
penditures. 

He indorses the recommendation of the 
Attorney-General for a change in the Iederal 
judicial system, to obviate the delays neces. 
sarily attending the present condition of affairs 
in our courts. 

Of Indian affairs he suys the present system 
of agencies standing alone is inadequate forthe 
accomplishment of an object which has become 
pressing in fis importunce—the — more 
rapid transition from tribal organization to 
citizenship of such portions of the 
Indians as are capable of ¢ivilized Jife, ond 
hence the necessity for the supplemental 
agency. 2 commission of six intelligent per- 
sons—tbree from the army—charged with the 
management of such matters of detail as can 
not, with the present orvanization, be properly 
and successfully conducted. The time is ripe, 
the President tells Congress, for the work of 
such an agency. 

The President recommends the repeal of the 
Pre-emption and Timber-Culture acts, and that

“Every patriotic heart,” he says, “responds 
to a tender consideration for those who, haviny 
served their country long and well, are reduced 
to destitution and dependence, not as an inci- 
dent of their service, but with advancing age or 
misfortune. We are all tempted by the con 
templation of such a condition to supply relief. 
and are often impatient of the limitations 
of public duty. Yielding to no one 
in the desire to indulge this feeling of consi4er- 
ation. I can not rid myself of the conviction 
that if these exX-soldiers are to be relieved. they 
und their cause are entitled to the benefit of 
an enactment under which relief should be 
«laimed as u right. and that such relief may be 
granive wnder the sanction, not the invasion, 
of it; dor should such worthy 
objects of care, alleqnally entitled, be remitted 
tothe unequal operation of sympathy, or the 
tender mercies of social and political influence 
with their unjust discrimination. 

Of the Pacific railroad debt extension propo

carriage from one State into another. This im- 
portant field of control and regulation having 
been left thus unoccupied, the expediency of 
Federal action upon the subject is worthy of 
consideration. 

Of the relations of labor to capital, the Presi- 
dent thinks that when these differences be- 
tween employer and employed reach such a 
stage astoresult in the interruption of com- 
merce between the States, the application of 
arbitration by the General Government might 
be regarded as entirely within its constitutional 
powers, and he thinks we imight reasonably 
hope that such arbitrators. if carefully selected, 
and if entitled to the confidence of the parties 
to be affected, would be voluntarily called to 
the settlement of controversies of less extent 
und not necessarily within the domain of Fed 
eral regulation. . 

The President recommends, as a plain duty 
on the part of the Government, the payment of 
a million and a quarter dollars still due <0 the 
Freedman's Savings Bank depositors. 

Civil-Service reform is the last important topic 
discussed in the message. The continued 
operation of the Civil-Service law, he asserts. 
bus added the most convincing proof of its 
necessity and usefulness. Every public 
officer who has a just idea of 
his duty to the people testifies to the value of 
this reform. its staunchest friends are found 
among those who understand it best, and its 
warmest supporters are those who are re- 
strained and protected by its requirements. — 

The meaning of such restraint and protection 
is not appreciated by those who want places 
under the Government, regardless of merit and 
efficiency, nor by those who insist that the se- 
lection for such places should rest upon uw 
proper credential showing active partisan 
work. They mean to public officers, if not, 
their lives the only opportunity afforded them 
to attend the public business, and they mean 
to the good of the country the better perform- 
ance of the work of their Government. It 1s 
exceedingly strange, the President thinks, that 
the scope and nature of this reform are so little 
understood, and that so many mes not in- 
cluded within its plan are called by its hame. 
When cavil yields more fully to examination, 
the system will have large additions to the 
number of its friends. : 

Our Civil-Service reform, the President says, 
inay be imperfect in some of its details; it may 
ve misunderstood and opposed, it may not al- 
ways be faithfully applied: its designs may 
sometimes miscarry through mistake or wilful 
intent; it may sometimes tremble under the as- 
saults. of its enemy or languish under 
the misguided zeal of  impracticabie 
friends: but if the people of this country ever 
submit to the banishment of its. underlying 
principle from the operation of their Govern- 
ment, they will abandon the surest guarantee 
of the saiety and success of American institu 
tions.” 

wR conclusion, he invokes for this reform the 
cheerful and ungrudging support of Congress, 
urges an iserease of the salaries of the Com- 
intssioners, abd expresses the hope that such 
reasonable appropriations may be made as will 
enable them to increase the usefulness of the 
cause they have in charge, :

The Fleetest and the Most Grace- 
ful of Quadrupeds. 














Wild Sport for Huntsmen on the Plains of 
Montana—The True Way to Hunt 
Them—Getting Between Them 
and the Sun. 





Western hunters and plainsimen agree 
that this is the best season for antelope 
that Montana has seen for years. 


Where they come from it is hard to tell, | 


for it was supposed that the herds of 
domestic cattle had driven them away 
with the buffalo, who afew years ago 
retired to more remote pastures. It is 
probable that they have 


cold has already set in rather early. 


Probably the favorite stamping-grounds | 


of the buffalo at the present writing are 
the Saskatchewan Plains, and it is also 
probable that the antelope are not far 
trom the buffalo. Nevertheless, while 
but few bison are to be found in Mon- 
tana this year, the antelope are back 
among us in nearly as great numbers 
as of yore. Paymaster Whipple, of the 
regular army, returning a few days 
ago from an overland a to Fort Ma- 
ginnis, on the Musselshell, reports see- 
ing numerous bands of antelope along 
his route of travel, some of which ran 
up into the thousands. All the deer 
and antelope bagged this season appear 
to be in the very finest condition. Cer-

To hunt the antelope successfully re- 
quires more than ordinary skill. With 
the exception of mountain sheep, ante- 
lope are the most diflicult game ani- 
mals to approach on this continent. A 
bear will stand up and actually seek 
fight; a buffalo bull will run at first, 
but once wounded a stand-up fight to 
the bitter end is the probable outcome; 
anelk can be approached and slain 
without exercising extraordinary pre- 
cautions, and a deer is sometimes as 
dangerous and as belligerent as a moun- 
tain lion. On the other hand, the an-

Anybody can hunt and kill 
a bison, a bear and many of the other 
large game animals: but the antelope 
demands the most skillful ot huntsmen 
to compete with its keen senses of sight 
and smell, not to speak of that other 
important adjunct, extreme fleetness of 
foot. The power of scent is wonderfully 
acute in them, for it seems 
they can smell a man at six hundred 
yards and beyond with the most aston- 
ishing exactness. ‘Their tenacity of 
life is beyond all conzeption. 1 have 
frequently seen antelope with one leg 
shot away and hanging by the tendons

American horse might run them down, | 


but as a rule nothing on the prairie can 
catch them, and the greyhound is about 
the only four-footed beast in existence 
that can be depended upon to keep 
pace with them and possibly outrun 
them. 

No animal in the world possesses a 
keener sight except the giraffe. In 
stalking antelope the principal point is 
to keep out of sight, and next to keep 
out of smell. Don’t imagine because a 
band is a couple of miles away appar- 
ently feeding and all with heads down 
that none are on the lookout. The 
chances are ten to one that you are 
seen first, although they may not move. 
Always hunt over broken ground and 
undulating prairie. If on horseback, 
dismount and skirt the ridge ahead, as 
your horse’s head always comes into 
view before you do, and take oft your 
hat, which becomes visible before you 
yourself can see beyond. Do all the 
crawling posible. Such is the red 
man’s method, and he generally bags 
three times as much game as any two 
white men, unless the latter adopt the 
same tactics. Ninety per cent. of all 
the game secured by Indians is shot 
within three hundred yards. They are 
everlasting crawlers and simply no 
good at all beyond the three hundred- 
yard limit. On the other hand, a white

happy-go-lucky fashion, scares the 
game, thus giving it a good send-off, 
and then blazes away while the animals 
are on a dead run. I have discovered 
many valuable pointers as the result 
of long experience, and note a few of 
them for the benefit of those who have 
a notion to try their hand at stalking 
antelope.

Buffalo 
will also pass to the windward, like 
their cousins of the antelope family, 
but they will stand no such foolishness 
as sun blindness.

ielse of a crimson hue. As a rule 
these animals browse in small bands of 
fifty or sixty, and if in large numbers 
among the foothills, on the open 
prairie. or elsewhere, a close examina- 
tion will discover them to be congre- 
gated in smaller groups of four or five 
dozen, who, amid the multitude, keep 
closely herded among themselves. 
They are neat, clean eut, handsome, 
and as dainty as a lady in their diet, 
feeding as they do on the tenderest 
lstalks of grass and the delightful 
prairie clover. Astonishing as it may 
seem, a crippled animal is, or appears 
to be, the fleetest of them all, as he 
generally takes the lead, the whole 
hand following whither he goes. 

[once made an important discovery 
(in hunting which 1 have frequently 
tried on antelope with marvelous suc- 
It is to load with two ball in- 
stead of one. The method named is of 
no service whafever except at short 
range. At distances beyond two hun- 
dred yards and even a little less it 
proves a failure; but I have found it to 
work like a charm at one hundred and 
lifty yards and under. Antelope are 
such everlasting flyers that after being 
shot to death they run a tremendous 
distance before falling; but in the ease 
of catching two balls instead of one,

I have never known an _= ante- 
lope to run more _ than _ fifty 
yards before going to — grass. 
For the Springtield ~breech-loader, 


which Iuse on all my hunting trips, 
besides the ordinary cartridge case 
which bolds the charge of powder and 
the conical bullet, weighing five hun- 
dred grains, l also carry a round ball, 
the caliber of the gun, which I first in- 
sert in the breech and then shove the 
metal cartridge in afterwards. At one 
hundred yards the spread is not more 
than three inches, and at one hundred 
jand fifty yards both shofs are pretty 
| apt to catch the beast somewhere. It 
is surprising how quickly an antelope 
{will come to a halt with two bullets 
shot through him instead of one. 

Speaking of their tenacity for hold- 
ing on to this world, I will relate a cir- 
cumstanee which oceurred in this 
country not long since, and of the 
| truthfulness of which there can be no 
| question. 

An antelope was killed by a hunter, 
who found imbedded in the flesh of the 
animal a knife nearly ten inches in 
_length, ineluding handle and _ blade. 
We often hear of human beings carry- 
ing on their persons and in their flesh 
an ounce or two of lead, which after 
settling down into some quiet spot is 
jheard of no more and gives little 
resi thereafter. But who 
' 








knife sticking in its body and none the 
worse for it? The animal in question 
when killed was in fine condition, fat, 
| and plump, and apparently in no way 
| disabled trom its remarkable wound. 
The knife extended on the right side 
| of the neck, just before the shoulder, 
| passing about half an inch from the 
|heart, the point sticking into a rib, 
which evidently held it in place. The 
whole knife was covered by the skin. 
/The wood part of the handle fell in 
|pieces as the knife was being taken 
out, showing that it had been confined 
|forsome time. Evidently it must have 
| been in the tlesh for years, as the wood 
| had decayed and the skin of the animal 
| had entirely covered the butt of the 
pases How ever the instrument 
‘eame to be in such a strange place 
must forever remain a mystery. Prob- 
| ably some Indian came suddenly upon 
the animal and, having no weapon 
| handy, threw the knife at the buck, 
where it lodged as described. Cer- 
| tainly the antelope suffered little from 
; the inconvenience, and made up his 
‘mind, true to his nature, to live on in 
| spite of the little drawback of a ten- 
‘inch knife under his ribs.—Fort Keegh
